Jr.. came to 
Saline County in 1865 from 
Chillicothe. 
Ohio, 
with 
his 
parents. His ?%ther purchased a 
section of land that year from 
William T. Gilliam, who had 
obtained it from the federal 
government in 1851 It was on 
Aug. 8. 1878, that Baker had the 
original town of Slater platted. 
Other first settlers in the 
town were Mahlon Hatfield. 
Hiram Liggett. T. B Morris. J. 
Nauerth. the Zahl Brothers. 
James Swink and W. P Casbolt. 
The first business was the 
lumber yard of Ancell and 
B ak er, 
established 
in 
September of 1878. When the 
town was first laid out. lumber 
had to be hauled 15 miles from 
Arrow Rock and eight miles 
from Cambridge. 
Although 
two 
previous 
railroads had been surveyed in 
the county. The Chicago and 
Alton was first to begin work in 
1872. 
This 
railroad 
reached 
Slater in 1878. with Baker giving 
80 acres of his 160 acres of land 
to the railroad for a division 
point when it came to the 
township. A roundhouse and 
repair and maintenance shops 
were located there. There were 
25 buildings there by the time 
the tracks were built, and 20 
more were being built. It was 
that same year that the town 
was organized as a village and 
named for Colonel Slater of the 
Union Army who was one of the 
largest 
stockholders 
and 
a 
prominent 
director 
of 
the 
railroad. 
The town, located on the 
north side of the tracks gave the 
railroad every other block of 
land 
along 
Front 
street 
adjoining the railroad. 
The first train arrived in 1879 
This was a big occasion, with a 
barbecue,

miles. 
The freight office was built in 
1878 and used as,a depot until a 
small wooden depot was built in 
1879 This depot burned in 1915 
and a new. large, two-story 
brick building was built.

WASHINGTON <AP> - One­ 
time hawk Sen Ernest F Roll­ 
ings is telling his South Carolina 
constituents [’resident Nixon 
erred in sending I ’ S troops into 
Cambodia and may have alien 
ated an entire generation 
At the same time, his Republi­ 
can colleague. Sen Strom Thur 
man. nas praised the Nixon de­ 
cision as an act of courage 
Their conflicting advice to the 
same, 
generally conservative 
constituency is an example j)f 
the Senate s great debate over 
Cambodia 
More than two weeks after 
C S forces entered Cambodia, 
the initial anger among many 
senators has increased, along 
with sarcasm and disbelief 
This is especially true among 


those suc h as Democratic Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield and senior 
Republican George D. Aiken 
who had earlier shown con­ 
siderable sympathy with Presi­ 
dent Nixon's efforts to withdraw

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Breakthrough In Air Pollution Battle 
G O P Takes Aim at Three Seats 


KANSAS CITY. Kan (A P )- 
Political and industrial leaders 
from many sections of the na­ 
tion have been invited to a pub­ 
lic unveiling this week of a high- 
heat incinerator designed to con­ 
trol pollution from airborne con­ 
taminants. 
The special incinerator, locat­ 
ed at Turner. Kan . a Kansas 
City area suburb, is part of a 
large automated railroad car 
dismantling plant of the Erman 
Corporation of Chicago Walter 
Erman. 76. president of the firm, 
designed the incinerator 
He says his process consistent­ 
ly controls pollution from air­ 
borne contaminants with better 
than 25 per cent more efficiency 
than that set down by govern­ 
ment standards. 


Old and sick railroad cars — 
boxcars, stock cars. Pullmans— 
tra-vel their last mile at the 
plant, ending up as scrap and 
salvageable metal 
The incinerator is the key to 
the salvage process Four rail­ 
road cars at a time move 
through a 1.300-degree inferno 
and a metal skeleton emerges 
about every 15 minutes 
Erman says the burning puts 
no odor, smoke or pollutants in­ 
to the air He says state and 
federal authorities, including the 
federal Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare <HEW> 
are looking into the process at 
his invitation 
With a backlog of about 2.600 
railroad cars to dismangle. Er- 
man's destruction target is 100 


cars a day 
The unit produces near per­ 
fect incineration through a com­ 
bination of oxygen-enriched air 
and turbulence When a railroad 
car. on its own wheels, enters 
the 320-foot long building, it is 
igruted with a blast of flaming 
oil 
The burning takes place 
rapidly in the oxygen-enriched 
and turbulent air Air curtains 
at each end of the building keep 
the smoke inside the structure 
The smoke is drawn into three 
huge manifolds where the atr is 
cooled by an exterior sprinkling

Develop You r Ch ild's Creativity— III 


Role of the Parents is Most Crucial

a nd Alice Fleming 
What do Henry Ford. John F. 
Kennedy 
and 
Ted 
Williams 
have in common0 
A 
burning 
drive 
for 
achievement 
Were they bom with it? Most 
people would say yes. accepting 
the 
same 
fatalistic 
attitude 
which has done so much to 
destroy talent in young people 
But today, psychologists know 
that they are wrong Achievers 
are not born, they are created 
by 
skillful, 
knowledgeable 
parents. 
It hardly needs to be added 
that this achievement drive is as 
important to your child's future 
as his creativity drive. Without 
an 
achievement 
drive, 
the 
talented person has no central 
direction to his creativity, and 
fritters his energies away in 
aimless, undirected activity. 
Once more, the crucial role of 
the parent in creating and 
maintaining high achievement 
drives comes into focus. 
What can parents do° A great 
deal. M. R. Winterbottom of the 
U niversity 
of 
Michigan 
examined 
the 
child-rearing 
practices of 30 middle class 
parents, who had sons aged 
eight to ten. She found that the 
mothers of boys with high 
achievem ent 
m otivation 
(li tended to set higher stand­ 
ards for their children. (.2) ex­ 
pected independence and 'mas­ 
tery’ behavior" to occur at ah 
earlier age than mothers of boys 
with low achievement motiva­ 
tion and <3> were more often 
emotionally rewarding. 
They 
kissed and hugged their sons 
when the boys did well more 
often than the nonachievers. 
Pa renta l J udg ment 
Almost invariably, mothers of 
high achievers placed fewer 
restrictions on their sons, and 
expected them to show mastery 
of 
various 
tasks, 
such 
as 
hanging up their clothes, at 
earlier ages than mothers of low 
achievers. The high achieving 
sons did not run wild by any 
means. 
Th eir 
m others 
maintained 
a 
firm 
balance 
between 
discipline 
and 
freedom 
But there was far 
more emphasis on doing than 
on not doing. 
Judgment — sound common 
sense — is essential on the 
parents' part in evolving this 


Needs Nu rtu rin g 


Children should be given the opportunity to fulfill 
their creative potentials, each in their own individual 
way. Too often the school situation will be geared to 
the "ave ra g e," with no provision for the unusual. 


achievement 
atmosphere 
Going to an extreme in either 
direction 
— 
too 
much 
restriction, or demanding too 
much self-reliance too early — 
tends 
to 
harm 
a 
child's 
achievement growth The over­ 
restricted 
child 
becomes 
dependent on adults to do his 
thinking for him The child who 
is pushed too far too soon 
becomes defeated because he is 
given tasks beyond his strength 
and abilities. Equally dangerous 
are standards 
of 
excellence 
which are too low. or too high. 
The Rig ht Env iro nment 
By any and all methods that 
occur to you. try to create an 
environment that is constantly 
inclining your child to think 
achievement thoughts. At the 
same time, rigorously examine 
your own thinking and your 
child's thinking, to eliminate 
defeatist what-is-the-use I'm-no- 
good attitudes. Encourage your 
child 
to 
think 
“ can-do" 
thoughts, to “ psych" himself, 
give himself mental pep-talks 


when he tackles anything, from 
a math test to a tryout for the 
football team. This may sound 
corny, but it works. 
Especially important is the 
creation 
of an achievement 
spirit 
in the whole family. 
Encourage 
the 
children 
to 
compete with each other or 
their friends in spelling games, 
math games. Make winning fun. 
and for those who lose, a 
challenge to try harder the next 
time 
Continually 
search 
for 
additional ways to give your 
c h i l d r e n 
a c h i e v e m e n t 
experiences 
outside 
the 
classroom. One of the key 
aspects 
of 
achievement 
experience is feed back — a 
visible reward for his successful 
effort — and this can be given 
to the child in many ways. If he 
is interested in science, buy him 
a disassembled radio, or some 
other scientific project Putting 
it together, and seeing it work, 
is 
an 
excellent 
feedback 
experience Encourage him to 
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develop 
any 
and 
all 
non- 
academic 
talents 
— 
from 
running for office in the student 
government to selling ads for 
the school paper 
The same 
'fostering 
approach, 
balancing 
expectation 
and 
encouragement, 
should be 
applied here 
Ro le o f the Fa ther 
Another important factor is 
the 
role of 
the 
father 
in 
influencing 
a chiev ement 
motivation, especially in sons, 
but also in daughters. In New 
Haven. 
Professor 
Frank 
L 
Strotdbeck 
led 
a 
team 
of 
researchers on a door-to-door 
survey 
which 
studied 
48 
families intensively. They found 
that fathers who tended to 
dominate their sons through 
their teenage years — and thus 
deny 
their 
near-adult 
status—tended to producev low 
achievers. This was especially 
true in families where the 
father 
also 
dominated 
the 
mother, and had most of the 
power in the household 
Far 
better, the researchers found, 
was to have a mother who was 
“ relatively 
powerful ’ 
This 
family “ democracy" tended to 
produce 
more 
independence 
and achivement motivation in 
the child 
Exther 
Dean 
Callard 
of 
Wayne State University recently 
reported 
in the Journal 
of 
Experimental 
Education 
the 
result of a study she conducted 
among 80 four-year-olds, 
in 
which 
she 
tested 
the 
relationship between mothers' 
expectancies 
regarding 
achievement, and the children's 
actual abilities She found that 
mothers who tried to push a 
child 
by 
using 
punishment, 
denial and ridicule failed to 
produce achievement motivation 
in their sons and daughters. The 
key to success was the ability to 
be "supportive, to consider the 
feelings of the child, to work 
toward influencing attitude as 
well as behavior.
